“Save The U.S.S. 


Alabama’, Retired 


Naval Battleship 


Governor John Patterson has 


named a 20-member commit- 


tec of well-known Alabama 
citizens to study the feasibility 
of returning the U.S,S. Battle- 
ship Alabama to Mobile Har- 
bor as a permanent state 
shrine, 

The U.S. Navy has “retired” 
the 20-year-old battleship and 
plans to sell her for serap next 
spring, 

“T believe the U.S.S, Alabama 
should be saved from the serap 
heap and brought back to onv 
State as a lasting memorial to 
all those who served their 
country in World War II,” Gov- 
ernor Patterson said this week. 
“The people of Alabama, fu- 
ture generations included, have 
every right to be proud of the 
gallant war record of this fa- 
mous fighting ship,” 

The battleship is now berth- 
ed in a Navy “mothball fleet” 
at Bremerton, Washington. Al 
though the Navy is willing to 
conate the ship to state au- 
thorities “as is, where is,’ the 
cost of towing the big vessel 
to Mobile, acquiring a berthing 
sit and preparing the ship for 
publie visiting might approach 
$500,000. 

The Navy, meanwhile, has 
agreed to hold up on plans to 
scrap the ship until the newly- 
appointed committee investi- 
gates the possibility of organiz- 
ing a statewide “Save The U.S.- 
S. Alabama” campaign.

PICTURE HANGING TAKES 
MORE THAN JUST A NAIL 


The simple job of hanging 
pictures stumped home- 
makers for mahy years. 

It may sound like 
job, but there’s more

an easy 
to pic 


ture hanging than just driving 


4 nail in the wall, says Alice 
Peavy, Extension home fur- 
nishings specialist. 

Look at the pictures in your 
home - are they too high? 
they grouped nicely with the 
there too 
much space around them? Do 
they tilt forward as they hang 
on the wall? Does the hanging 
wire show above the top of 
the frame? 

If your pictures didn’t pass 
this test, chances are you need 
to do some adjusting. To wire 
a picture, first, put the screw 
eyes in the frame about one 
fourth of the distance down 
from the top. Then measure 
the distance across the picture 
between the two eyes and cut 
a piece of wire about 21/2 
times that distance. Now, run 
the wire through each eye 
twice. This keeps the wire 
from slipping. 

Check to see how much slack 


Are 
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there is in the wire. A little 
slack keeps the picture from 
moving, but too much causes 
the wire to show above the 
frame. 

\ picture may be hung cor- 
rectly but if it doesn’t suit the 


room, the specialist says the 
purpose is lost. So choose pie- 
tures that not only go well to- 


rether but blend with the room 
also, And be careful when you 
are grouping pictures - don't 
use too many. Group pictures 
of the same shape together 
side-by-side or.one over 
other, suggests Miss Peavy 

Make sure the pictures vou 
have selected are the right size 
for the place ‘you want to hang 
them, Never stair-step except 
over stairs. And have bottoms, 
tops, or center lines of all pie 
tures in a group on the same 
level, 

These hints will be 
helpful to you but there’s ene 
that stands out - a few well- 
chosen pictures are but poorly 
selected ones are worse than 
none at all

KNOW WHEN YOUR 
COUNTY WAS CREATED 
AND HOW? 


All of that territory of South 
Alabama and several of the 
counties of southeast Mississip- 
pi once was included in the 
territory of Monroe County. 
That was when Alabama was a 
part of the Mississippi Terri- 
tory. Monroe County was creat- 
ed Jan, 20, 1815. At the time 
of creation, the county includ- 
ed all of the territory from the 
Georgia line at the west bank 
of the Chattahoochee River 
west into Mississippi and north 
including Montgomery County. 
There is a marker beside the 
highway about midway be- 
tween Montgomery and We- 
tumpka marking the northern 
border of Monroe County. 

Montgomery County was cre- 
ated Dec. 6, 1816, while Ala- 
bama was still a part of the 
Mississippi Territory from a 
portion of Monroe County and 
included much more territory 
than that county -includes to- 
day. When created, Montgom- 
ery County included a part of 
the present Butler, Crenshaw 
and Pike and some other. Ac- 
cording to old maps, the south- 
ern border of Montgomery 
County ran east and west a 
short distance north of the 
present town of Brantley. 

Conecuh County was created 
Feb. 13, 1818, of Monroe Coun- 
ty territory and got the big 
part of it east of the present 
Monroe, including a part o. 
the present Escambia County, 
Butler and all of Covington 
and the territory east to the 
Georgia line at the west bank 
of the Chattahoochee and south 
of Montgomery County line. 
Alabama had been created a 
territory nearly a year before 
the creation of Conecuh Coun- 
tv. the territorial act taking 
effect when Mississippi was ad- 
mitted to the Union as a state 
on Dec. 10, 1817.

Pike County was created on 
Dec. 7, 1821 just six days after 
the creation of Covington 
County. of territory that had ; 
previously been taken into 
Montgomery and Henry coun- 
ties. The southern part of Pike 
had once been a part of Cone- 
cuh County and all of it origi- 
nally was a part of Monre 
County. : 

Dale County was created on 
Dec, 22, 1824, from territory 
from Henry and Covington 
counties, At that time Dale in- 
cluded most of the territory 1a- 
ter taken to form Coffee Coun- 
ty, and a part of the present 
Houston and Geneva. 

Coffee County was created 
Dec, 29, 1841, principally from 
territory that was lately of 
Dale County, once of Coving- 
ton, Henry, Conecuh and orig- 
inally Monroe. The western 
portion of Coffee has had his- 
tory as a part of six different 
counties since the area began 
to be settled by the white man. 
A more complete history of 
Coffee County will be given 
in a later article. 

Crenshaw County was creat- 
ed Nov. 14, 1866, of territory 
more lately of Covington, Cof- 
fee, Butler and Montgomery, 
also of original Monroe County 
territory. The county was cre- 
ated a year after the close of 
the Civil War and included 
some of the best settled terri- 
tory of Covington County. 

Escambia County was creat- 
ed Dec. 10, 1868 from territory 
more lately of Conecuh and 
Baldwin which originally was 
Monroe County territory. 

Geneva County was created 
Dec. 26, 1868, of territory more 
lately of Coffee, Dale and Hen- 
ry but originally Monroe Coun- 
ty territory, all once Conecuh. 

Houston County is the new- 
est county in Alabama and the 
only one created in nearly a 
hundred years; the only coun- 
ty created since the present 
constitution was adopted in 
1901 which left it possible but 
made it more difficult to cre-' 
ate new counties in Alabama. 
Houston was created Feb. 9, 
1903, of territory more lately 
of Dale, Geneva and Henry, 
and of course of original Mon- 
roe County territory, then Con- 
ecuh County territory and all 
of it once Henry County ter- 
ritory

half a million of the cards are now 
in use. Sales work, under the su- 
pervision of Mrs, Hubbard's hus- 
band, is handled mostly through 
the mails, but increasingly ¢hrough 
personal calls. There are 117 retail 
outlets for the cards in Alabama, 
And teachers who use the cards 
have told other teachers about them,

16 Year Age Limit 
Set For Many Jobs 
During School Year 


Approach of the fall school 
term brought a reminder to 
employers that the Fair Labor 

‘ Standards Act sets a minimum 
age of 16 years for any em- 
ployment during school hours. 
Under certain conditions, this 
law permits 14 and 15-year-olds 
to work in many kinds of jobs 
when school is net in session, 
even though a higher minimum 
age is required at any time for 
some occupations 

In: issuing the reminder, Re- 
gional Director Sterling B. Wil- 
liams of the U.S. Department 
of Labor’s Wage-and-Hour and 
Public Contracts Divisions 
pointed out that the act applies 
to employment in interstate or 

production for interstate 
commerce and in certain large 

enterprises engaging in such 


the 


commerce. 

Youth 14 and 15 who have 
been working this summer and 
plan to continue in their jobs 
must work out an arrangement 
with their employer so that the 
hours of employment do not 
interfere with their schooling. 

Williams added that child- 
ren 14 and 15 years of age are 
limited to three hours of em- 
ployment on a school day and 
18 hours during a school week.

HOME FIRES 


Many Americans are build- 
ing fallout shelters and train- 
ing their families about what 
to do in the event of nuclear 
attack. Yet fires in the home 
every year kill sveral thousand 
pople who could have been sav- 
ed had they ben familiar about 
what to do in a fire emergen- 
cy. Every home owner owes it 
to his family to study the situ- 
ation and impart his know- 
ledge to his wife, to his child- 
ren, and to others living in his 
house. 

Presumably, the home owner 


checks such fire hazards as 
improper electrical wiring, 


leaky gas fixtures, and piles of 
waste which may become in- 
flammable. What to do in the 
event of fire is too often over- 
looked, Exits should be stud- 


ied, and’ doors and windows 
should open easily. Escape 
routes, especially from  bed- 


rooms, should be charted for 
the benefit of all so they will 
know exactly where to go in 
chase of fire. 

There is a protection against 
perishing in keeping bedroom 
doors clased, and doors to 
stairways, basement, and fur- 
nace room closed. In case of 
fire, don't open a door without 
first checking to see ii the 
door is hot. Call the fire de- 
partment if the phone is ac- 
cessible; or. if possible, contact 
a neighbor to give the alarm. 
The aim, of course, is quickly 
to get everyone out of the 
burning house as safely as pos- 
sible. Do not be concerned a- 
bout getting dressed or saving 
valuables. for nothing is more 
priceless than life. 

Parents should never leave 
young children alone in a 
house. Above all, don’t panic 
and don’t jump from a height 
except as a last resort, for 
firemen will be trying to get 
there with ladders. Once out-

“Pigs can also get lead poi-| 
soning from old paint buckets!

cleaned,” says Speed. “Anti 
some motor oil used to control | 
external parasites may also) 
cause poisoning. This is especi-| 
ally true if the oil comes from 
a motor that used leaded gas- 
oline and if it’s applied very 
freely in hot weather.
